District's building policy to go under microscope

A CRUCIAL review of plans that could 
see almost 6,000 homes built in 
Banbury has begun. 

A nine-day hearing, carried out over three 
weeks, will see Cherwell District Council's 
new Local Plan - its planning policy 
blueprint - scrutinised by a Government 
planning inspector. 

The Local Plan was created before a 
county-wide report on housing need was 
published in March, which said Cherwell 
needed 22,800 homes by 2031 - about 
4,000 more than originally envisaged. 

Councils across the county were left 
reeling after the Strategic Housing Market 
Assessment (SHMA) claimed Oxfordshire's 
need was 100,060 new homes by 2031, an 
increase of more than 45,000. 

The inquiry, seen as a key battleground, is 
likely to be watched closely by the other 
district councils, which have challenged the 
figures and will also face inquiries when 
their Local Plans are published. 

Cherwell District Council opposition 
leader Sean Woodcock said Labour would 

councils the housing needs of Oxford. 

"This is a process requiring care, to ensure 
that all interests are properly and fully 
addressed."

be supporting the submitted plan. 

He said: "There is considerable need for 
housing and we want to see them built. The 
natural place for that is the areas in and 
around Banbury, as well as Bicester. 

"But, as a result of Government pressures 
to force growth, we have seen figures that 
are not sustainable. 

"We want to see a plan that allows 
significant amounts of affordable homes to 
be built, but takes into account local 
concerns about strains on infrastructure and 
historic locations. 

"The Local Plan is one we agree with. We 
hope it is accepted so people in Cherwell 
can have certainty and security." 

Cherwell District Council's Local Plan, 
which was revealed in January, sets out a 
target of building about 670 homes a year, 
up to 2031. 

It aims to have 16,750 built by then, with 
5,954 to be built in Banbury, 6,894 in 
Bicester and 3,902 in the rest of the district. 

To meet the recommendations of the 


SHMA, the council would have had to 
increase its building rate by 60 per cent, to 
1,140 homes per year. And, in addition to its 
own allocation of homes in the SHMA, there 
are growing divisions among district 
councils as to where 20,000 homes not 
included in the Local Plan for Oxford can 
be built. 

The hearing will be held at Bodicote 
House, in White Post Road, Bodicote, and 
will conclude on June 19. 

Planning inspector Nigel Payne will hear 
presentations from council officers before 
listening to 20 other interested parties, 
including parish councils, activist groups 
and Oxfordshire County Council. 

Mr Payne will make the final decision on 
whether to approve the plan or not. 

Cherwell District Council's planning chief, 
Michael Gibbard, said: "The council has a 
duty to co-operate with neighbouring 
councils, a process that we are committed to 
continuing, not least to address on a 
collaborative basis with Oxfordshire

Investigators focus on 
mailbox of scam letters 


STACKS of scam letters sent to the vulnerable by 
fraudsters are now being investigated. 

As part of National Scam Awareness Month anyone 
who had a suspicious leaflet drop through their letterbox 
has been urged to leave it in one of 85 boxes across the 
county. 

Oxfordshire County Council's trading standards team 
set up the scheme in an effort to find out more about the 
scams rogue traders were trying on. 

Anu Prashar, from trading standards, said the letters, 
dropped off in the boxes at libraries, citizens' advice 
bureaux, health and wellbeing centres and other 
buildings, would be important evidence for investigators. 

She said: "There are unfortunately many ways con 
artists try to dupe people out of money, and one of the 
methods used is to try to dupe cash via letters and 
leaflets offering seemingly fantastic offers or deals. 

"Some people are obviously taken in by these frauds 
as the letters and leaflets keep being sent. The aim of the 
'scamnesty' boxes was to encourage residents to hand in 
what is in fact evidence, so we are able to analyse it and 
learn from it." 

The junk mail will also now be shared with other 
trading standards teams across the country. 

The move comes after it was recently reported that 
doorstep criminals scamming Oxfordshire residents had 
hit a seven-year high. 

Fraudsters conned people out of at least £864,000 in 
627 incidents between April last year and March this

year. The scheme, which also saw information stalls set 
up around Oxfordshire, was run with the help of 
Oxfordshire's Consumer Empowerment Partnership. 

Co-ordinator David Soward said: "We were out and 
about last month talking to shoppers in Banbury, Thame, 
Abingdon and Witney and to various other locations 


spreading the word about tactics scammers can use. 

"Everyone has experienced con artists in one way or 
another, via the post, on the doorstep or through 
nuisance calls. 

"The message for all is simple though - if something 
comes out of the blue or seems too good to be true, then 
it is probably a scam. 

"Our advice is bin it, hang up and tell someone and 
don't be taken in."

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Charity plans to claw back cash from fraudster 


OXFAM has said it will try to get back 
the £29,000 “golden handshake” 
given to fraudster Edward McKenzie- 
Green when he left the charity. 

McKenzie-Green, 34, of Chipping 
Norton, was jailed for two years and 
five months on Tuesday of last week 
after admitting to stealing more than 
£64,000 while he worked as the 
charity’s head of counter-fraud, 
between between February and 
November 2011. He then resigned. 


It was reported that the 
international aid charity was hoping 
to get back the £64,612.58 
McKenzie-Green had stolen. 

But charity spokesman Christina 
Corbett confirmed it would also try 
to get back the “golden handshake” 
money given to the fraudster when 
he resigned. 

She said: “We will consider civil 
action to claim back the £29,000 paid 
out when he resigned and the other 


money stolen.” 

The father-of-one had been 
stealing from the charity at a time 
when he was investigating 
misconduct by aid workers following 
the 2010 Haiti earthquake. 

He was arrested in April 2012 
when he had claimed he was the 
victim of a corrupt conspiracy among 
senior staff at Oxfam. In March this 
year he admitted fraud by abuse of 
position.

Government plans to make energy grants tougher to obtain 


Campaigners greet cut 


in solar-farm handouts

PROPOSALS to axe a subsidy for large solar 
farms have been welcomed by countryside 
campaigners. 

The Government has said that from April 
2015 it wants to stop solar farms of capacities 
above 5MW from joining the Renewables 
Obligation scheme - which pays a premium 
for renewable electricity sold. 

It comes after the Oxfordshire branch of 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England has 
warned that the number of applications in 
the pipeline for solar farms across the county 
amounted to the "industrialisation" of 
farmland. 

According to the CPRE, 15 solar farms 
have been permitted so far in Oxfordshire, 
with 33 more currently going through 
opinion screening stages. 

Chairman Brian Wood said: "This subsidy 
was encouraging people to build these solar 
farms just to make money. The return of 
capital was very high. So this latest move is a 
sensible decision. 

"There have been a number of applications 
for solar farms in Oxfordshire in unsuitable 
places. There is no logic in building them on 
agricultural land when you could put them 
on the roofs of offices, petrol stations, 
industrial buildings and they won't be 
damaging the countryside. 

"We are pleased with this announcement, 
but it should have happened sooner." 

But in a policy document released by the 
Department of Energy and Climate Change, 
the Government said the reason it was taking

action to control the costs of the subsidy 
scheme was because take-up across the 
country had been higher than forecast. 

The subsidy for solar farms of 5MW or 
higher would cease to apply from April 1, 
2015, with firms instead eligible to apply for 
a different subsidy expected to include 
tougher criteria. Applications would be 
accepted after October, 2014. 

There will be no change to the scheme 


this year and investments made before May 
14 would receive a one-year grace period 
after it closes. 

The Solar Trade Association condemned 
the plans, which it said were "unjustified". 

Chief executive Paul Barwell said: "The 
industry will be alarmed by these proposals, 
which will knock its extraordinary progress 
back and actually reduce healthy 
competition in the renewables sector." 


Crown court judge bows out after 20 years

JUDGE Thomas Corrie, who lives in Lower 
Heyford, has retired after 20 years working in 
Oxford Crown Court. 

He is pictured on his last day with a teddy 
bear - a gift he used to give out to children in 
adoption cases. 

He said that he felt sad leaving the Crown 
court and the branch of law he enjoyed the 
most. 

He added: "There is a tinge of melancholy. I 
have, after all, been working here for 20 
years. 

"I tackled all types of law in my career - 
criminal, civil and mostly family - and I feel 
sad to be leaving my post." 

His leaving party was attended by his family 
and young granddaughters. He even had his 
son, a barrister, bow to him. 

"It is the first time he has ever done that 
before. I certainly enjoyed it." 

Judge Corrie, 67, was called to the bar in 
1969. He was appointed an assistant recorder 


in 1984, a recorder in 1988 and a circuit Judge 
in 1994. 

He was the designated family judge at 
Oxford County Court from 2001 to 2005. 

When asked about all his cases, which stood 
out the most, Judge Corrie said he was 
reminded of a cheating husband. 

"It was a divorce that amused me the most 
actually. A woman found out her husband had 
a mistress and she attacked him with a rolling 
pin. She was waiting for him behind the door. 
That was 30 years ago and made it on to Page 
3 of The Sun. It was an absolute classic." 

Although Judge Corrie said he wanted to 
spend his retirement days with his four 
granddaughters and doing the things he liked 
most - like travelling — he said he might return 
to court in the future. 

"I might come back from time to time to sit 
as a deputy judge. This is not confirmed yet, 
but it is something I wouldn't mind doing for a 
few weeks a year."

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Two men deny 
helping suspect 


■ TWO men have denied aiding 
the suspect accused of the fatal 
stabbing of teenager Connor 
Tremble. Bradley Jones, of New 
Road, Bledington, near Chipping 
Norton, and Grant Clemens, of 
Stockwells, Moreton-in-Marsh, 
both appeared in Oxford Crown 
Court on Friday. 

They are charged with 
perverting the course of justice 
between February 12 and February 
15 this year. It is alleged they 
provided William Blencowe, of 
Oxford Road, Banbury, with 
clothing and helped him get 
transport. 

Blencowe, 20, has been charged 
with murdering 1 7-year-old Connor 
outside his flat in Iffley Fields, 
Oxford, on February 13 this year. 
He has yet to enter a plea but is 
due to be tried at Oxford Crown 
Court alongside the other two men 
on August 11 this year. 

Blencowe and 23-year-old 
Clemens have both been remanded 
in custody. Jones was released on 
conditional bail.

Investigation is 


launched over 


web data leaks 


AN investigation has been launched 
after information about nearly 3,000 
ambulance employees was published 
online. 

The Information Commissioner's Office 
is looking into how the data breach 
happened and the South Central 
Ambulance Service has reviewed all the 
information on its website. 

The breach - which was discovered on 
April 24 - affected 2,826 members of staff 
who were employed by the trust in 
October 2013 and related to the data 
which was attached to a report published 
online. 

It is not known how long the information 
was posted before being taken down. 

It included details of employees' names,

locations of work, job roles and whether 
they were full- or part-time as well as their 
nationality, marital status, age, gender, 
ethnic origin, disability, religious belief and 
sexual orientation. However SCAS said that 
staff choose not to disclose some 
information. 

Jacqueline Pearce-Gervis, a board 
member of watchdog Health watch 
Oxfordshire, said: "My initial reaction 
was that it was very alarming. 

"Having been a hospital worker, I 
would be extremely worried at having 
my details published online."

main concern is how that level of 
information ever got on to the website 
in the first place." 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said: 
"It is an appalling lapse in data security 
and I am sure SCAS will know how 
badly they have let down the staff 
affected. If there is an investigation then 
we have to see what that shows up but I 
would be surprised if the ICO didn't 
impose some sanctions on the trust." 

More than 2,000 documents on the 
SCAS website have now been reviewed 
by the trust to make sure no other 
personal information has been 
published. 

A SCAS spokesman said: "We took 
immediate action to remove the 
personal data that was attached to a 
report. All affected individuals, 
including current and past members of 
staff were informed of this breach in a 
personal letter from the chief executive 
officer. 

"An investigation is under way into 
the circumstances around this incident, 
using an external information 
governance auditor. We have 
undertaken a thorough review of all our 
published information on the website 
and we can confirm that this was the 
only document affected." 

An ICO spokesman said it was aware 
of a potential data breach and said: 

"We are currently making inquiries into 
the circumstances of the alleged breach 
of the Data Protection Act before 
deciding what action, if any, needs to 
be taken." 

SCAS refused to say how long the 
information was in the public domain.

Dangers of ignoring check-ups 


OLDER PEOPLE are putting their 
lives at risk by not getting a free 
health check. 

Fewer than half of the county's 
40- to 74-year-olds are attending 
the NHS checks, latest figures 
show. 

Council bosses said they were 
trying to improve take-up of the 
tests - which looks for early signs 
of diabetes, heart disease, kidney 
disease, stroke and dementia - with 
only 45.9 per cent attending in the 
12 months from April 1, 2013. 

The 20- to 30-minute test 
includes tests on cholesterol and 
blood pressure and estimates body 
mass index. Doctors also ask about 
smoking, family history and 
physical activity levels. 

The county council's public 
health chief, Hilary Hibbert-Biles, 
said the tests could stop problems 
doing "real damage" to a person's 
health. 

She said: "NHS Health Checks 
are a simple way of making sure 
your body's most important systems 


are all running smoothly." 

Residents who do not have 
regular appointments with their 
GPs are invited every five years - 
but just 19,001 out of 41,368 
attended last year. 

The figure has remained 
stubbornly low in the county. In 
October 2012, we reported about 
half were taking up the invitation.

In England last year, 48.9 per 
cent attended, up 9.5 per cent from 
the previous year. 

In April last year, Oxfordshire 
County Council took over 
responsibility for the tests and said 
it was taking action to improve 
uptake and was aiming for 65 per 
cent. 

It said it was working with GP 
surgeries to compile invitation 
letters and "to see what worked in 
improving uptake". 

The authority said it was 
planning an autumn public event to 
raise awareness and working with 
the GP-led Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group to build 
relationships with family doctors. 

Local GP and OCCG clinical 
chairman Dr Joe McManners said: 
"The main thing we find is that 
people, when they are well, are 
often too busy to come in for a 
medical check. 

"It is a challenge to track down 
people who don't normally come to 
doctors."

UP to 6,200 residents - 
including about 250 cancer 
patients - will lose free 
ambulance transport to hospital 
under plans now out for 
consultation. 

Previously, it was reported that 
bosses wanted to axe about a 
quarter of planned patient transport 
journeys for the most able, even 
though they admitted this could 
result in some patients deciding not 
to attend appointments. 

They have now revealed 6,209 
people - mostly OAPs - would lose 
journeys under one option, saving 
£795,833 a year, and 5,571 under a 
second, saving £602,999. 

But one patient, Dave Beesley, 
who is in remission from prostate 
cancer, said: "Some people, who are 
going through a similar traumatic 
experience to me, should not have 
to worry about getting to and from 
hospital/' 

The 65-year-old said: "It would be 
a real shame if they pulled that 
service." 

The first option, under the 
proposals, would not provide free 
transport to an expected 247 cancer, 
87 renal and 304 podiatry patients if 
they are attending a clinic but not 
receiving treatment. About three- 
quarters of journeys are for residents 
aged between 60 and 89. 

A spokesman for the Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group said 
changes were needed as it had the 
lowest per head funding in England 
and demand was rising as residents 
lived longer and had more complex 
needs. 

Patients "capable of walking and 
getting in and out of vehicles 
unaided" or "requiring minimal 
assistance from a single ambulance

crew member" would lose free 
transport. 

An OCCG report said: "It is 
essential that the OCCG uses its 
money to support and treat those in 
most need. 

"Many patients, with conditions 
such as cancer, are able to travel to 
or from healthcare appointments by 
public or private transport without 
detriment to their wellbeing." 

Eligibility criteria was tightened in 
2011, including those who cannot 
walk or stand for "more than a few 
steps." This has seen journeys for 
those who walk unaided drop from 
41,104 in 2010/11 to 31,502 in 
2013/14. 

But the other group set to be hit - 
those needing "minimal assistance" 
- rose from 15,782 to 21,278 in this 
time and OCCG estimates will 
continue to rise to about 2,700 a 
month by March 2020. 

It said "friends' or relatives' cars, 
taxis, public or voluntary transport" 
were alternatives for those who lose 
out. 

But it said if the toughest criteria 
were chosen, community services 
would be "unlikely to have the 
capacity to absorb substantial 
increase in demand". 

And it said: "Patients required to 
travel by their own means may 
choose not to attend appointments 
to the detriment of their health." 

Oxfordshire Rural Community 
Council has raised concerns with 
OCCG about the volunteer 
schemes' ability to cope. 

Those receiving "active care or 
treatment" for chemotherapy, 
radiotherapy, renal dialysis, eye

surgery, deep vein thrombosis or 
vascular clinic treatment would be 
exempt under the plans, to start on 
October 1. 

The OCCG contracts South 
Central Ambulance Service to 
provide patient transport through 
ambulances, volunteer drivers using 
their own cars, minibuses and 
specialist vehicles. 

Emergency journeys would not be 
affected. The changes would see 
27,697 or 31,173 journeys axed out 
of 110,260 journeys last year, which 
cost £3.9m.

They include the 
Neolithic stone circle called The 
Kings Men, a monolith known as 
The Kings Stone and a group of 
upright stones known as The 
Whispering Knights, which are 
believed to guard a 5,000-year-old 
burial chamber.

The hamlet was previously 
owned by Lincoln College, Oxford, 
before it was sold to an anonymous 
British family ten years ago.

Police act after a damning report 


THAMES Valley Police is looking 
for a new firm to run healthcare 
in its custody suites after a 
damning report. 

An unannounced inspection of 
the force’s custody suites last 
September raised concerns 
about mental health care and 
medicine supply. 

Inspectors said the health 
services provision was some of 
the worst they had seen. 

And now the force is 
advertising for a firm to provide 
“healthcare services and 
forensic medical examination 
services for persons in custody” 


within the police region. 

The advert reads: “The care 
and examinations will be 
organised, managed and 
professionally delivered by 
Healthcare Professionals within 
a robust clinical governance 
framework, ensuring a safe and 
clinically effective service with 
the objective of delivering 
positive health and evidential 
outcomes.” 

It went on: “An innovative 
approach and strategic outlook 
from the provider is seen as 
being critical to continuous 
service development and 


improvement. The service will be 
delivered 24 hours per day, every 
day of the year, including public 
holidays.” 

The report into the force’s 
custody was published in 
February. The inspection was 
part of a national programme by 
the HM Inspectorate of Prisons 
and HM Inspectorate of 
Constabulary. 

The inspection covered nine 
suites in the region including 
Banbury, Oxford and Abingdon. 

Thames Valley Police did not 
respond to a request for a 
comment.

Expert in warning 
over cyber attacks 


A HI-TECH computer security 
expert has issued a warning to 
Oxfordshire entrepreneurs 
following the cyber attack on 
online auction house eBay. 

James Lyne, global head of security 
research at Sophos, said bosses should 
not believe they are too small to be 
targeted by online criminals — he 
believed the opposite was true. 

Mr Lyne said: "It's an interesting 
misconception that cyber criminals and 
hackers only go after large 
corporations. That assumption is flat- 
out wrong. 

"One per cent of cyber crime 
focuses on organisations with huge 
data and high profit, such as eBay or 
nation states hacking each other. But 
the other 99 per cent goes towards 
consumers and small businesses 
because they don't have the same 
defences." 

Mr Lyne, who used a bicycle to tour 
the UK, San Francisco, Las Vegas and 
the Vietnamese capital of Hanoi with a 
laptop to detect badly secured wi-fi 
systems, claims it is fairly easy to break 
into wi-fi networks, even if they are

password-protected. He added: 
"Bleeding small amounts from lots of 
small organisations is far more easily 
done and there is not much risk. 

"And when these firms report 
incidents of hacking to the police, there 
are too many cases and the pound 
value of theft is too low for it to be 
taken seriously." 

Recently, eBay revealed up to 145 
million accounts had been hacked 
globally. Although eBay bosses insisted 
no financial information was accessed, 
they urged users to change their 
passwords amid fears of details being 
used for identity fraud. 

In its security threat report, Sophos 
said cyber criminals were becoming 
smarter and more aggressive. 

Not only were they good at using 
complex cryptography to mask their 
identity, they were also better at hiding 
in the "dark net" — areas of the 
Internet designed to dodge 
surveillance. 

Meanwhile, our increasing use of 


mobile devices gives the criminals 
more scope. Security experts have 
unmasked 650,000 pieces of malware 
for Android smartphones and believe 
there are many more not yet detected. 

Statistics from the Department for 
Business, Innovation and Skills said a 
cyber attack could cost a small 
business six per cent of its turnover. 

It also found 87 per cent of small 
firms and 93 per cent of companies 
with more than 250 employees 
experienced a security breech between 
2012-13. 

Sophos said it discovered that more 
than 30,000 new infected websites, 
distributing malware every day. Around 
80 per cent of these belong to 
legitimate small businesses, which had 
been hacked. 

Edward Williams, managing director 
of Oxfordshire-based OFEC Consulting, 
which develops websites, said: "If you 
are using a recognised system such as 
Word Press and are updating both the 
system and the server regularly, there 
should not be a problem. 

"But it is the sort of thing people just 
don't think about."

Now she is urging others to take on a 
similar role as part of Foster Care 
Fortnight. Mrs Barney, who cares for the 
children as a full-time job, said it was a 
hugely rewarding experience. 

The couple look after children of all 
ages - including many teenage mothers

and their babies. 

The 60-year-old said: "Children often 
come with a lot of complex needs. It 
can be challenging. 

"But you have got to remember you 
can always ask for help and there is 
always support available." 

Mrs Barney first began fostering after a 
friend's suggestion. She said: "Only three 
of our own children were still at home 
at the time and they have always been 
fantastic about it and have always 
accepted the new arrivals. 


"We've had kids stay in an emergency 
for just a night, but in other cases we've 
had someone who was meant to be here 
a week and stayed four years. 

"The first boy we had was ten years 
old, the same age as my son. He stayed 
three-and-a-half years before he went to 
live with his grandmother. 

"We speak to him frequently and see 
him about once a year now." 

She added: "One girl who stayed with 
us for four years went off to university 
and is now a theatre practitioner. We are 
very proud of what she has achieved. 

"No matter how long the children are 
with us, any milestone they reach is 
always rewarding." 

Maria White, from Oxfordshire 
County Council's fostering team, said: 
"Fostering is a way of working as part of 
a team, in your local community, to help 
turn children's lives around. 

"Specialist training and support is 
given, carers receive an allowance and, 
in some instances, an additional fee. 

"All you need is a desire to help 
children reach their full potential. 

"We hope that many more people will 
think 'I could do that' - and want to find 
out more."

ALMOST half a million pounds has been handed 
to social care bosses in a bid to have more OAPs 
cared for at home. 

Oxfordshire County Council received 
£458,799 from NHS training board Health 
Education Thames Valley. 


It will be used to educate carers and elderly 
residents about alarms and sensors, help with the 
recruitment of care staff and reduce hospital and 
care home admissions to allow those in hospital 
to go home sooner. 

Adult and children's social care spending 


makes up about £275m - 47 per cent - of the 
county council's £585.3m budget. 

The number of over-85s in Oxfordshire is 
predicted to rise from 14,683 in 2011 to 39,400 
in 2035 as life expectancy increases.

D isney's empowerment of 
female protagonists, which 
snowballed in the delightful 
Frozen, continues apace in Robert 
Stromberg's fantastical live-action 
fairytale. 

Inspired by the studio's 1959 
animation Sleeping Beauty, 
Maleficent is a visually stunning 
fantasy, which re-imagines the 
Brothers Grimm through the 
mascara-ed eyes of the eponymous 
villainess, who curses a fair princess 
to 100 years of slumber. 

Screenwriter Linda Woolverton 
casts a heady spell by embellishing 
the familiar yarn with neat 
flourishes. 

"Let us tell an old story anew and 
see how well you know it..." 
teasingly purrs the narrator in the 
film's opening frames. 

Lines between good and evil 
become blurred in Angelina Jolie's 
delicious portrayal of the vengeful 
fairy queen, whose belief in the 
power of "true love's kiss" is 
corrupted by the betrayal of the 
man she loves. 

Sporting a hefty pair of horns, 
Jolie slinks through every frame, 
rolling menacing lines of dialogue 
around her mouth like candy and 
accentuating thinly veiled threats 
with an arched eyebrow. 

Naughty has seldom looked and 
sounded so nice. 


Her nemesis is King Henry 
(Kenneth Cranham), a greedy 
monarch, who yearns to expand his 
kingdom by conquering the forest 
realm where Maleficent holds sway. 

In the ensuing battle, the king is 
badly wounded and pledges his 
crown to any man who can defeat 
the "winged elf". 

Lowly underling Stefan (Sharlto 
Copley), who befriended Maleficent 
in childhood, tricks the fairy and 
steals her wings, thereby securing 
the throne. 

Following his coronation, King 
Stefan is poisoned by power and 
greed. 

In the forest, Maleficent bides her 
time with her shape-shifter 
henchman Diaval (Sam Riley). 

When the queen gives birth to a 
daughter, Maleficent journeys to the 
castle to curse the infant Aurora: on 
her 1 6th birthday, the princess will 
prick her finger on a spinning wheel 
and fall into eternal slumber. 

Only true love's kiss can break 
the enchantment.

Maleficent is anchored by Jolie's 
tour-de-force theatrics.

I T is hard to warm to a car that 
inflicts pain on you. Even less 
one that tries to knock you out. 

The problem was caused by the 
top edge of the rear door which 
when swung out unfortunately lined 
up precisely with my forehead. 

In the dark, as I leaned in to 
retrieve a bag from behind the rear 
seat, I didn't spot the pointed edge of 
the door, which did its best to render 
me unconscious. 

Yes I should have looked and it 
was all my fault, but the unfortunate 
start made me positively wary of the 
Dacia, that's Datch-ya, Sandero 
Stepway. 

The Stepway is the more macho 
version of the bargain basement 
Sandero supermini. It rides 40mm 
higher, boasts skidplates front and 
back, pumped-up wheelarches, 
body-coloured bumpers, satin 
chrome roof bars and 1 6-inch alloy- 
look wheels. 

Like other models in the range, 
the car makes good use of Renault's 
technology and under the test car's 
bonnet was the French car maker's 
tried and tested 1.5-litre dCi 90 tur¬ 
bodiesel. 

The other engine choice is a new 
TCe 90 three-cylinder turbo petrol, 
with both serving up a blend of low 
emissions and high fuel economy. 

In the case of the diesel, that 


means the possibility of 70 miles per 
gallon and paying no road tax in the 
first year and just £20 from then on. 

Both versions come with a 
gearshift indicator and an eco mode 
that can save as much as 10 per cent 
in fuel. 

On the move, the Stepway, with 
its five-speed manual transmission, 
happily zips along. 

The interior is rather plastic-heavy 
and the test model came with an irri¬ 
tatingly intermittent rattle from the 
left-hand side of the dashboard, 
which I managed to disguise with a 
liberal dose of volume from the four- 
speaker audio. 

The cabin is flexible, with 60/40 
split folding seats and a boot that 
starts out at 320 litres, but which can 
swallow up 1,200 litres with the rear 
seats folded. 

The top-of-the-range test car, 
which is expected to account for up 
to two-thirds of sales, has air condi-
